Agnes Walsh, 1627 East Bonita, Co- 
vina precints 1 and 2 and Charter 
Oak precinct; Max Goheen, Califor- 
nia avenue, Covina precinct 3, and 
West Covina precincts 1 and 2. 


Cleaves Harrison Howcll, a 


nationally known engineer of 
Arizona and New Mexico, was 
appointed chief engineer of the 
county flood control district, to 
succeed Samuel M. Fisher of 
Covina, who has been associat- 
ed with the district since 1919. 
The change, made at the re- 
quest of Chairman Legg, was 
confirmed by a four-fifths vote 
of the board of supervisors, 
Roger A. Jessup voting in the 
negative. 


Late on Wednesday afternoon a 


telegram was received from Engineer 
Howell accepting the appointment 
as chief engineer of the flood con- 
trol district. He is expected to ar- 
rive early next week. 


Supervisor Legg's resolution cre- 


ating the change also called for the 
appointment of F. E. Trask as per- 
manent consultant of the district. 
By the same resolution Fisher was 
retained as the chief dam designer. 
Aside from the services of Engineer 
Trask, the board agreed to employ 
the services of L. F. Harza for ad- 
ditional consultant services on the 
construction of Dam No. 1 under 
revised specifications. 


Howell, who resigns as chief en- 


gineer and general manager of the 
Middle Rio Grande conservancy dis- 
trict, Albuquerque, New Mexico, was

design exclusively. His work includ- 
ed preliminary designs for Boulder 
dam, complete designs of the Ameri- 
can Falls dam, Gibson dam, Guern- 
sey dam, Tieton dam, and designs 
on all proposed dams on the Colum- 
bia river basin project. During this 
time Howell originated the trial- 
load method of arch dam analysis, 
which is used by the government 
for storage dam designs. The Boul- 
der and Owyhee dams were designed 
by this method.

ten acres more in taxable property 
next fiscal year, and the West Co- 
vina district will have that much 
less, as a result of action taken on 
Monday by the county board of sup- 
ervis^rs. 


Supervisors granted the petition 


of V. C. Maul, owner of 10 acres of 
property to the south of the Covina 
school district, and to the east of 
the West Covina district. Mr. and 
Mrs. Maul have three children, and 
the bus for the Covina school passes 
their home three times a day to pick 
up children attending the school. 


The Mauls' children cannot ride 


the bus, however, as school regula- 
tions prohibit the transportation of 
any pupils even for part of the dis- 
tance to another school, unless the 
parents reside within the district. By 
withdrawing his property from the 
West Covina school district, where 
the parents have had to take their 
children by car, the bus for the Co- 
vina district would take them to 
school, the father told the super- 
visors. 


Upon recommendation of A. R. 


Clifton of Monrovia, county school 
superintendent, supervisors granted 
Maul's petition.

Surveys in many cities and com- 


munities, and Covina is no excep- 
tion to the rule, reveal that in recent 
years necessary repair work has 
been deferred from force of circum- 
stances, and in many cases properties 
have been so seriously neglected as 
to jeopardize their future value. 


At the chamber's meeting on Tues- 


day it was shown conclusively from 
reports from cities and states that 
have taken advantage of the better 
housing program that a large part 
of every dollar spent for moderniza- 
tion goes direct to labor and to all 
of the allied building industries. 
Most of the money is put back im- 
mediately into the channels of retail 
tiadfc. Campaigns held in eighty- 
four large cities during 1932-33 re- 
sulted in an average expenditure in 
modernization of roughly ten dollars 
per capita, and at that time there

AD IITS ACT 


School Teacher Gives 


Way to Severe 


Grilling 


The mystery surrounding the 


murder of Mrs. Eufala Nor- 
wood, mother of Dr. George 
Edwin Norwood of this city, has 
been solved by the confession 
on Wednesday of Miss Isa 
Lang, 39-year-old school teach- 
er, who shot the deceased wo- 
man following a quarrel. The 
murder occurred at Mrs. Nor- 
wood's home, 226 North Bailey 
street, Los Angeles, on Friday, 
January 18. 


The Lang woman broke during a 


lengthy grilling by Detective Lieu- 
tenants J. A. Starritt and J. V. Bird, 
chief deputy district attorney, and 
Robert P. Stewart and Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney Herman Arterberry. 


Miss Lang told the following 


story: 


"I was moving from Mrs. Nor- 


wood's home on January 18. I had 
some bread, some onions and an 
avocado among my things and I 
thought I would take some sand- 
wiches and eat them there so that it 
would not be necessary to move 
those things," Miss Lang said as tears 
streamed down her face. 


"Mrs. Norwood was at the kitchen 


table and I did not want to eat with 
her because we had quarreled, so I 
went into the front room and sat 
down. She rushed in and grabbed 
my right wrist, making black and 
blue marks, and called me names 
She told me I must be out of the 


"I ran out onto the sleeping porch 


I had occupied and got this gun 
which I'd had since 1926 and rushed 
into the kitchen and pointed the gun 
at her," she continued. "Everything 
went black and the next thing I 
knew Mrs. Norwood was dead." 
Miss Lang said she then continued 
her moving and disposed of the gun, 
but she refused to tell where she 
put the death weapon.

Perhaps the most authoritative voice in America on 


the condition of the grain farmer is Thomas D. Campbell 
of Montana. And he declares this week that prosperity 
is definitely on the way in the great wheat-growing areas. 
Campbell is the world's largest individual wheat grower, 
operating 95,000 acres, and has 23,000 acres planted to 
winter wheat at this writing. He says that he expects to 
market it at 78 cents the bushel, under the restrictions of 
the agricultural administration act. He praises the appli- 
cation of this act, and says that the processing tax on agri- 
cultural products is equivalent to the tariff schedules on 
manufactured products, and serves to give the American 
farmer the first real protection in history. 


In spite of the widespread drought, there were thirty- 


two million persons engaged in general farming who gain- 
ed two thousand million dollars in purchasing power last 
year, Mr. Campbell declares. This was in a very large 
measure due to the influence of the AAA, he says. During 
the year of 1935, the increase in returns will be greater 
than in fourteen years, he predicts. 


Campbell is highly respected for his knowledge of 


wheat production and wheat world markets. In past years 
he has reiterated that price stability for wheat would sta- 
bilize to a very large degree every other product in the 
country. 


In the San Gabriel valley we are beginning to feel the 


benefits of citrus market control. We are leai-ning that 
fewer oranges marketed at a good profit beats the mar- 
keting of a great crop that overloads the market and puts 
prices down to a profitless level. The processing tax may 
be regarded as narrow nationalism by some, but protection 
for all our products from farm and factory must be devised 
or we will more and more become the victims of nation- 
alism in other countries. All the nations are becoming 
more self-sufficient in staples and in manufactured goods. 
All nations are seeking a market for the surplus, not mere- 
ly for a surplus in one commodity, but in many commo- 
dities. 


We have the greatest natural free-trade market in the 


world in the United States. It devolves upon us to supply 
ourselves, deal with ourselves, and keep out of entangling 
alliances, whether political or industrial.

Worldwide Ramblings of 
a Covina Orange Grower

Letter No. 2 


When we awoke Tuesday morning 


and looked through the open port- 
hole of our stateroom, the first thing 
to meet our eyes was the outline of 
the familiar Diamond Head and the 
green hills of Hawaii, followed short- 
ly by the sight of the buildings of 
the Royal Hawaiian and Manoa ho- 
tels on Waikiki beach, and the tower 
marking the docks where the ships 
tie up. 


Of course everyone was on deck, 


looking for friends or their first 
sight of Honolulu, and the faces of 
the crowds on the dock awaiting us 
were soon distinguished, and just at 
nine o'clock we could see Ellen 
Beach Yaw waiting for us. Soon we 
were on the dock, where we were 
immediately decorated with a wealth 
of flowery lais. With Ellen were also 
Mrs. Cora Bowler of Covina, Miss 
Mary Louise Cook, and some other 
Honolulu friends. 
Of course the 


Royal Hawaiian band was on the 
dock playing welcoming music for 
us, and great crowds of people, the 
arrival of a big steamer like the

LOVELY HONOLULU 


Honolulu was no disappointment 


to us, but rather, more lovely than 
it looked the first time we saw it, 
and the trees, flowers and shrubs 
were all so bright and green, and so 
many in flower it all looked like 
one big well-kept park.

It was a 
thrilling sight which will long remain 
fresh in our memories. 


RIOT OF FLOWERS 


On our dinner table that night 


was a gorgeous bouquet of gladiolus 
and tropical foliage plants sent us by 
the Honolulu Rotary club, and the 
diningroom was a riot of colors, as 
the women and many of the men 
were still wearing their lais, but 
our party had dwindled from 250 to 
59 passengers, so there is plent^ of 
jx>om and plenty of service forvall 
now. __A frpgh supply nf Hnwaftan 
fruits was taken on board, and totjay 
we are feasting on fresh pineapples, 
the dead-ripe kind that melt in your 
mouth, ripe papayas, the first we 
have had since our last oriental trip, 
coconuts and bananas, as well as 
some avocados and 
passion-vine 


fruit. The seas is a bit rough today, 
and most of the passengers are in 
their staterooms, the deck games de- 
serted, and it seems like a Sunday. 
Many are writing here in the smok- 
ing room, and a few are playing 
bridge, but it seems very quiet com- 
pared to what it had been the rest 
of the way. By the way, we still 
have a few sailors with wives, on 
their way to our navy station at 
Samoa. It was interesting to watch 
the sailor-husbands on the dock at 
Honolulu to meet their wives and 
see their babies for the first tune. 


This afternoon I had a pleasant 


visit with an American gentleman, 


Yesterday we crossed the equator 


and old Neptune gave us each one 
of his nicely engraved certificates of 
the event. Last night for the first 
time the southern cross was visible 
in the heavens almost directly over- 
head, the moon was full, and the re- 
flection of it, dancing across the 
gentle waves, was a sight that held 
us all in silent admiration—a real 
tropical night. 


We have an interesting man occu- 


pying the next stateroom to ours, 
who is a farmer from Buffalo, mak- 
ing his first ocean trip, going to 
Australia for the winter to collect 
curios, arrowheads, spear 
points, 


bird eggs, etc. At Honolulu he wish- 
ed to see as much of the city as his 
time would permit, and getting out 
on the street, he was soon accosted 
by a man who asked him if he did 
not want to take a ride around the 
city, the price being fifteen dollars 
for the afternoon.

Mines Described 


by Club Speaker 


One of the most interesting lec- 


tures to be given before the mem- 
bership of the Woman's club was 
heard on Monday afternoon when 
Miss Lucille Thompson, American 
lecturer, late of the University of 
Pretoria in South Africa, gave an 
illustrated lecture on the diamond 
mines of Africa, including the Allu- 
vial Diggings and other famous dia- 
mond mines. The projector for the 
display of the pictures was loaned by 
Elbert Griffith and the high school 
screen was used. 


Miss 
Thompson 
explained 
the 


method of mining and the primitive 
devices used by the claim stakers in 
securing the stones. Due to the de- 
pression, the depreciation of dia- 
monds has been so great that the 
"pickers," as they are termed, are 
unable to make a living, and it was 
for the purpose of establishing re- 
lief for these miners that Miss 
Thompson, sent as an emissary by 
the government, found herself in the 
midst of one of the most fascinating 
and mysterious industries in the 
world. Clearing up the mystery of 
just what diamonds were and their 
origin, Miss Thompson explained the 
theory generally accepted by the 
scientific world that diamonds were 
of a volcanic formation, the result 
of eruption, creating the tremendous 
compression of carbon, resulting in 
the formation of crystallized carbon, 
or diamonds. When found, they pre- 
sent much the same appearance of 
the finished stone. 


Miss Thompson become so inter- 


ested in the mining procedure in the 
province to which she was sent that 
she returned to establish her own 
claims, and has the distinction of 
being the first woman to possess a 
diamond claim. 


In contrast to the desolation and 


barren expanse of land which con- 
stitutes a great portion of Africa, 
Miss Thompson described the beau- 
tiful Victoria falls, which far sur- 
pass in beauty our Niagara falls. 
The African falls, discovered by Liv- 
ingston in 1852, are known to the 
natives as "the smoke that thunders," 
due to the ever-present mist that 
shrouds the falls, adding to their 
mystic beauty. 


Miss Thompson concluded her talk 


with a question hour, explaining the 
method of marketing the stones and 
the red tape entailed in the owner-

Adult Education 


in Local School 
Lauded by Forum 


At its last meeting the community 


forum went on record favoring the 
continuance of adult education. It 
also gave praise to the work of 
Verne R. Ross, vice-principal of the 
high school, thru whose efforts this 
branch of educational work has be- 
come an outstanding example of ex- 
cellency in Covina. 


A letter, expressing the views of 


the forum, was sent to H. C. Mann, 
state director of adult education. 
It reads as follows: 
My Dear Mr. Mann: 


The Covina community forum is 


a non-partisan organization. It con- 
sists of a number of persons inter- 
ested in all sides of all subjects per- 
taining to human welfare. We en- 
deavor to keep ourselves informed 
concerning economics; and econom- 
ics, we have found, includes almost 
everything. 


We believe that in a democracy, 


such as ours, good citizens must 
well-informed 
citizens. 
In 
other 


words, they must be educated. 


Therefore, we stand for education 


—from kindergarten to high school; 
from high school to college, and from 
college to the grave. 


The foregoing is explanation and 


introduction to the fact that I have 
been asked by the Covina commun- 
ity forum 'to write to you expressing 
our gratitude for the fine work be- 
ing done by Verne R. Ross of the 
Covina high school, whose never- 
ceasing efforts have made adult edu- 
cation in this community a thing of 
which to be proud. 


Because of these night classes, deaf 


persons have learned lip-reading; 
ranch foremen have learned Span- 
ish; foreigners have learned United 
States history, civics, and citizenship; 
and all of us have been improved by 
the excellent lectures to which we 
have listened. 


There is something fine about it— 


the idea that it is possible for every- 
one to take advantage of our public 
schools—children in kindergarten, 
and old folks in the adult education 
classes. Personally, I can truthfully 
say that the many lectures to which 


have listened have been to my 


mind what a whetstone is to a dull 
knife. I am a better citizen for hav- 
ing attended those lectures. I have 
been incited to read books I other- 
wise would not have read. I feel in 
closer touch with my government. 


It frightens us to hear all these 


rumors about the curtailment of 
school expenditures, the charging of 
tuitions for a thing that should al- 
ways remain free because it is fun- 
damental. Nor is the ever-increasing 
difficulty concerned with entrance 
requirements entirely to our liking. 


So I have been asked to write to 


you stating that our organization 
stands for schools—more schools, 
better schools, free schools for all 
persons of all ages. 


All of us are taking advantage of 


the local facilities for adult educa- 
tion under the management of Verne 
R. Ross. We know how hard Mr. 
Ross has worked to make this de- 
partment a success. We appreciate 
what he has done. We hope that he 
may never be forced to discontinue 
this work because of a growing fal- 
lacious idea concerning economy.
